MEN WANTED IN EDUCATION 


In 193k there were 11,71* in on 
teacher* in the Knglish-speakiug pro¬ 
vinces of Canada, and even then it 
was felt that this number was far 
too small to provide the necessary 
leadership and ha’nnce In c .u« >j n 
Hut in 19-Id there were only 11 6R4 
men teachers. It Is common knowled¬ 
ge that hundreds ol very prui.il ng 
men in our own province look the 
opportunity of returning from war- 
services to leave teaching and enter 
other occupations. 

Men arc needed in education to 
head our graded schools in cities, 
towns and villages; to go Into rural 
communities where women teachers 
do not care to go; to give leader¬ 
ship to boys In athletic and club 
activities, and to assist in shaping 
the cultural Mfe of our communities. 
We have loo few of them, and over 
a ten-year period their numbers are

Representatives of Canadian Sug¬ 
ar Factors* Ltd., have iccently re¬ 
turned from San Francisco where 
they attended a lour day convention 
ol the American Society m ; uga.

This organization which was form¬ 
ed in 193K meets every two year; 
providing an opportunity lor the ex¬ 
change ami discussion of the latest 
research and study affecting the 
many problems ol beet production 
and the subsequent processing of the 
ciop Into sugar for the tables of Am¬ 
erica. 

From among many Interesting and 
informative discussions heard, some 
items of local Interest follow: 

High Tonnage Reault of Long 
Growing Season. 

All aieas reported average or bett¬ 
er yields. The highlights of this 
were California with over 20 tons per 
acre average or 153,000 acres harv¬ 
ested, one grower getting an average 
of 38 tons per acre on 400 acres; 
Western Idaho over 20 per acre on 
63,000 acres; Toppenish, Washing¬ 
ton over 21 tons per acre oil 16,000 
acres. 

Mich yields are hugely made poss¬ 
ible by the extremely long growing 
season—field woik was general and 
beets were being planted in the Sac¬ 
ramento Valley In early January 
when we were there. Toppenlsh beets 
will he planted in January and har¬ 
vested in November. 

Yields secured in the Mountain 
and Eastern slope states. Utah, Idaho 
Colorado, Wyoming and Montana 
where climatic conditions are simil¬ 
ar to ours, were about the same ns 
those obtained in Alberta. 

However, as a compensating fact¬ 
or, the percentage of sugar in beets 
in the extremely high tonnage areas 
was approximately 15 % compared 
to Alberta’s 16.91 for 1947. This 
means that our beets contained about 
40 lbs. more of sugar per ton of 
beets. 

Mechanical Harvesting Increases. 

During the last two seasons mech¬ 
anical harvesting of the beet crop 
has increased substantially. Here 
again California's dry warm harvest 
season was a big factor In enabling 
that state to lead with over 70% ol 
their crop harvested by machines— 
chiefly the Marbeet Harvester. 

In the irrigated districts similar to 
our own approxmately 25% of the 
crop was machine harvested—mach¬ 
ines most extensively used being I. 
H.C., John Deere and Scott-Urschel. 

In some areas a "beet topper’’ was 
used. This is a machine equipped 
with rotating flails that literally beat 
the leaves off. taking four rows at a 
tlmo and going over the field twice. 
The chief disadvantages of this meth¬ 
od were the wasted tops and the fact 
that sugar content and purity of 
beets were lowered substantially 
which means less sugar per tons of 
beets sliced in the factory. 

Increase Use of Dried Beet Pulp. 

Sugar factories are turning out 
much more dried pulp than formerly. 
During the drying process from 10% 
—20% betalusses is added gieatly 
increasing the feeding value of this 
product which can then be distribut¬ 
ed economcally over much greater 
distances than wot pulp and thus is 
available to many more farmers for 
use in their feeding operations. The 
dried pulp can also be stored on the 
farm as it is made for use as requir* 
i ed during the* feeding period. 

Feeding experts claim that a ton 
of dried pulp is worth over $88. per 
ton when used to replace hay at $2<». 
per ton and grain at 2c per pound.

some upward adjustments of prices 
in a cycle of rising world prices but 
at the same time it is believed that 
profits should not be allowed to go 
beyond reasonable and proper lim¬ 
itations. 

Observers along Parliament Hill 
are noting thgt the authorities would 
not be hesitant nt all to take approp¬ 
riate legal action against proflteeis 
in any Hne if they are proven to be 
Infringing any laws of the land in 
seeking greedy and exhorbitant prof¬ 
its out of present conditions. 

HECTIC AND LONG 
It Is forecast that the present fourth 
session of the 20th Parliament will 
be both hectic and long judging from 
the heavy p 0gram ahead and the 
tempers of tl*e people's representati¬ 
ves. Indeed ttyere seems to he an in¬ 
clination to believe that the session 
may stretch Into duly before proro¬ 
gation, though the sessional indem¬ 
nity should be paid by June 24th and 
experiences have shown that the 
House generally does not sit much 
beyond that time. 

VETERANS COMMITTEE .... 

The veterans affair committee of 
the House of Commons, one of the 
Important bodies whose activities 
are watched closely, will be much • 
snialle; than the one which look up 
veteran’s affairs In previous sess¬ 
ions, it is disclosed here. 

ORASTIC ACTION RULED OUT 

The devaluation of the franc by 
France has been discussed widely 
both Inside apd outside of this cap¬ 
ital. though It is significant that spec 
ulations heard in this capital indic¬ 
ate that Cangda will not proceed to 
devaluate the dollar as rumors have 
claimed . 

The reasons behind the drastic act 
Ion by France are based on the theory 
that France has been unable to ex¬ 
port as much as that country would 
like because her export prices were 
too high so that devaluation would 
create stimulation of her trade, estab 
lishlng one kind of franc for "home” 
use and another for "abroad” even 
if this might prove rather embarrass¬ 
ing for other countries, especially 
the United Kingdom. Canada on the 
other hand is not suffering form this 
same economic malady, it Is argued. 
In fact, only a short time ago, a 
spokesman for the Canadian Govern¬ 


ment made the following statement 
In Ottawa. 

"Currency devaluation is a device 
which may bo resorted to and which 
it may desirable to resort to. if the 
value, either Internal or externul. 
of one’s currency Is above its real 
purchasing power, but that Is not 
the case with respect to the ( amid 
Ian dollar. We are not handicapped 
In a Ringle export market of the 
world because our do’lar is at par 
with the United States. We are not 
losing u single sale In that market 
because our prices are too high." 
NO PRICE WAR 

There have been suggestions I hat 
a price war in the gasoline business 
may be a reality shortly but reports 
reaching Ottawa do not appear to 
back this, though lie e and there ser¬ 
vice stations may engage in some¬ 
what keener competition for what¬ 
ever business is available now. It is 
claimed the level of pr of It is not big 
enough to start such a prleewar, ac¬ 
ross Canada where average profits 
are said to be from three to four 
cents and six cents in certain cases. 

POLITICAL ACTIVITIES 
INTENSIFIED 

While po’itical leaders cither deny 
or refuse to commit themselves on 
the question of a general election 
in 1948, yet veteran observers have 
no difficulty in detecting along Parl¬ 
iament Hill strenuous efforts being 
made to mend political fences as 
quickly as possible in order to have 
organizations ready for a sudden 
a'ppea' to the people. This* is true of 
both major parties where suggestions 
hint of ie organization being in the 
making especially significant being 
the remark of Premier IKng at a 
meeting here that "the National Lib¬ 
eral Federation iswholly inadequate 
to cope with what Is expected of it.’ 
DENY PRIVILEGE 

Further evidence of the "reciproc¬ 
al treatment" is diplomatic language 
accordal between Canada and Soviet 
Russia is the refusal by this country 
to allow Russian military representa¬ 
tives to visit Canadian military estab¬ 
lishments. Similar privileges have not 
been accorded Canadian representat¬ 
ives In Russia, it is learned so that, 
under the circumstances, Canada's 
action is completely warranted. Like¬ 
wise. it has also reminded Canadians
